A man 
told me that one of these houses had 
been entered where perhaps two hun- 
dred Jews were in hiding.

used for crushing and stoning people, 
iron" bars,'revolvers'and clubs..

windows into the street ' The older 
children and ' the adults were Killed 
before being throvrn out."
